In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
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the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the 
invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention.

Misnumbered claim 2 (second occurrence) has been renumbered 9. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with Indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
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and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claim 9 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form because 
a multiple dependent claim must refer back in the alternative only. See MPEP 
§ 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claim 9 has not been further treated on the merits. 

The following rejections are based on the claims as best they can be understood. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication In this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 1-4 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Dall. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Dall 
in view of Williams. Dall discloses the claimed device with exception of providing the 
cue in three pieces for break-down capability. However, as disclosed by Williams it is 
known in the art to do so. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
to have done the same with Dall's cue to make it more portable. 
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Evans has been cited for interest because It discloses another similar cue.
